This short article will address some of those 
questions. | might recommend a couple books which have been published on the subject. "EVERYTHING YOU ALWAYS WANTED TO 
KNOW ABOUT ATY *but were afraid to ask" is a 112 page thick manual al! about Amateur Radio TV and How to Build up Your 
Very Ovn TV Station. It covers everything from the mystic of the video signal iteself, proper lighting techniques, 
cameras, receivers and transmitters, repeaters, etc. This technical guide book regularly sells for $9.95. Assuming | 
would get a fair amount of orders from WTFDA members, | would discount it to $8.95. The other book just relensed at the 
Dayton Hamvention (the world’s largest commercial booth and electronic flea sarket show put on by Hams each year in late 
April) is "The 1967/68 NORTH AMERICAN USATVS ATV DIRECTORY". It is 60 pages, has a nice glossy hard cover and has 
several very basic articles about HAM-TV operations along with saps of active areas, dozens of pictures of HAM-TV’ers 
operating in the "studios", a listing of over 7@ ATV CLUBS and GROUPS, a listing of over 100 ATV Repeater systens in the 
U.S.A. and a 1,00@ plus name and callsign USATVS membership directory. This book sells for $6.95. Please add $1.00 per 
book ordered. Order both for a further discounted $14.95! You must sark WIFDA on the outside of your envelope or with 
your order request to get these special prices.

HAMN-TV operation must be broken down into two kinds of television signals. 1. Slow-Scan TV is the sending of 
still-trased picture Images in black/white, color or high-resolution formats. You can send this type of TV picture 
literally anywhere in the vorid. Alot of "shortwave radio” enthusiasts have SSTV converters to intercept these pictures 
for their own viewing enjoysent. You can hear these SSTV operators “talking” on frequencies like 14.238 or 28,680 Mhz. 
on the 2@ and 1@ seter Amateur Radio bands respectfully. Saturdays {s a good day to listen as there are several NETS 
conducted sending these type of pictures. The neat thing about these types of TV pictures is that they can be captured 
and stored to regular audio tape (or computer disk) very easily. Slow-Scan TV converters are expensive. Recently, some 
computer software has been developed to copy these pictures on the screen of a home personal computer at reduced 
resolution. There are some very good programs for the Commodore 64/128, Apple, !BM and Atari computers that require a 
fairly simple, built-up interface unit. Those who own the popular Radio Shack TRS8® Color Computer can use a program 
called "SLO-SCAN* that requires absolutely no interface unit at all! All you need do is to run an audio wire from your 
shortwave receiver to the cassette port in the computer. For more computer software information on SSTV and similar FAX 
programs, send a legal size SASE (self addressed stamped envelope) to SPEC-COM SOFTWARE, P.0. Box H, Lowden, lowa 
52255. 


2. The other type of HAM-TV of which you most likely will be interested in over SSTV is called Fast Scan TV. Fast 
Scan TV is given that tere sainly to distinguish it from SSTV. Fast Scan TV by Amateurs utilizes the same NTSC 525 line 
standards as commercial broadcasters. We have the same receivable pictures on a home TV set, we run color and have sound 
produced on the 4.5 Mhz. FM audio subcarrier. First, in order to transait Fast Scan TV (or SSTV) - one sust have passed 
code and theory tests given by the F.C.C. One sust have a valid F.C.C. Amateur Radio license and assigned call letters 
of a Technician Class or above. THERE |S NO LICENSE REQUIRED HOWEVER TO "WATCH" HAM-TV SIGNALS! With a simple aagic box 
called a "downconverter", your TV set is fooled on channel 2-4 into receiving the Amateur Radio UHF band (420-45@ Mhz.), 
Yes, a good antenna {is needed and preferrably you have some low-loss corial cable to carry the signal. Some TV sets 
allow their UHF tuners to go down just inside the band edge of where HAN-TV operates. We are just below Channel 14 on 
your UHF dial. The most popular operating frequency across the nation is 439.25 Mhz. It is possible, if you Iive within 
& few alles of an active ares or ATY Repeater system, that you can pick up these signals directly. Most ATV’ers also 
talk on 2 Meter VHF frequencies while they are sending UHF pictures. Many different frequencies are used across the U.S. 
for this purpose. The WORTH AMERICAN ATV DIRECTORY book explains this in great detail. 144.348 Mhz. FM is a popular 
frequency used by DX’ers throughout the aidwest when the band {s up and long distances can be covered. Your scanner, If 
it has 144-148 Mhz. receive capability, can be programmed to receive these signals, A regular HAN-TV’ers WET is held 
every Tuesday evening on 3,868 to 3.870 Mhz. with an EARLY NET at 6 pe. (eastern time) and » LATE NET at 10 pe. NET 
controls are in Findlay, Ohio, Sumter, South Carolina, Lowden, lowa and St. Louis, Missourf. You’l! need a long outside 
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wire to hear that frequency the best. 


What do Amateur TV operators send over-the-air? Just about anything that is not {Illegal or commercial. No, we cannot 
send the production of STAR WARS or PEE WEE’s latest adventure. You vill see us sitting in our studios, talking to each 
other, showing nev gear, construction projects, dog tricks, members of the family, home sade movies via a VCR, etc. Some 
have very sophisicated gear that can do wipes, fades, overlays, windows, chroma keying and other special effects. Most 
are running color pictures. The ATV Repeater systems are places built up by and sponsored by jocal ATY Clubs that are 
placed in high locations of a city (or between several cities) so that all can point their antennas to a single location 
and everyone can watch everyone else at the sase time!

I still use radio as a hobby fur pleasure, nut unlike 
Bruce Elving, and | have verifications from all over the North American continent, as well 
as from stations on TV and FM from England, Paris and Bermuda.” He sent a card 
showing “Amateur Broadcasting Station 10-BQ” Brantford ON from the 1928-38 era, in 
which he is pictured, the only person in the group of seven still living. 

In that same magazine it mentioned one of the milestones in communications, when 
the CT State Police moved from AM to FM in 1940. “FM radio proved a vast 
improvement over AM by reducing static and other electronic ‘noise’ and the Connecticut 
system paved the way for a nationwide switch from AM to FM.” When will broadcasters 
finally put AM to rest, and make the switch, which the CT police showed to be beneficial 
back in 1940? 

The Nov. 23 “Broadcasting” magazine has a letter, p. 30, from a Joseph B. Martin, 
North Chicago IL, about the stupidity of the FCC not allowing K and W call letters 
anywhere in the country. “There’s really little to rejoice about in this decision. The FCC 
long ago gave up any pretense of regulating station identifications, the primary purpose of 
call letters. L. tiie Chicago area there are 20 Class B FM stations. Eleven of these identify 
either primarily or almost exclusively with slogans, such as B96, Praise-92, Q-101, 
FM-100, Lite Rock 102, 2-95, Tae Loop 98, rather than their assigned call letters. . . By 
totaliy ignoring waat was actually happening in the marketplace, the FCC has allowed an 
incredibly chaotic, duplicative (how many FM-100’s does America have?) system of 
station identification to take root and flourish.”

One problem that often comes up in strong signal environments {where the 
majority of us live) is that of images, or "spurs." These are the spots on the 
dial where a station comes in at an unintermied frequency or channel, It is an 
audiable irritation and a DX'ing handicap when that loca: radio station at 94.2 
also shows up at thirteen cther places on the dial. This article will explain 
how images are formed, why they occur, and what (if anything) can be done to 
help eliminate them. : ; ; ; a ; 

Practically every TV ard radio receiver built since the introduction of 
the "superheterodyne” principle in the 30's operates with a frequency converter 
--a circuit or device that changes the frequency of an incoming [RF] signal to 
a lower frequency [IF] output signal which contains the same information. This 
“conversion” is fairly easy to implement in a circuit called a "mixer." Fig. 1 
shows how a mixer really operates like an AC multiplier; it accepts two signals 
and produces an output. whose frequency is the sum and difference of the twe 
input frequencies.

Figure 2 shows where the mixer functiens in a receiver. The mixer accepts a 
"local oscillator" signal [LO} and the RF signal from an antenna, amd produces 
the down-converted iF sigrial. This may then be conveniently processed and 
demodulated. 

Engineers realized befcre 1990 that music or voice could be made to 
travel over great distances if it could be somehow sent out at a much higher 
frequency [RF]. Of course this can be accomplished by modulating a carrier 
with the [baseband} audio signal. For several years that transmitted carrier 
was received by a radio which merely tuned as close as possible to the station 
and then detected it. ivity of those early radios was dependent on 
the mumber of tune h were difficult to build and prone to 
drift. With a. , if is possible to merely tune near any of the 
carriers available at the antenne, down-convert any of those to one, common IF 
(Intermediate Frequency), and build the rest of the radio to operate at just 
the IF. This makes possible straichtforward, inexpensive design of very 
selective (and sensitive) receivers.

An AM radio typically accepts signals between 540-1600 kHz and downconverts 
them to a 455 kHz IF. Likewise, the 88-108 MHz FM band is converted to 10.7 
MHz IF in the tuners used by DX'ers. Your TV set probably has an IF of 45 MHz. 
Now back to Figure 2, Note that the mixer comes up with both sum and 
difference frequencies. This is where images come from. (The equation given 
in Fig. 1 is the simple trig. formula for the product of two cosines, since the 
mixer ideally is just an AC multiplier. The difference frequency is, by 
convention, called the IF, while the sum frequency is not desired and is 
deliberately removed.) For example, suppose it is desired to set the radio at 
€00 kHz. This means that the locally generated carrier (10), if the radio has 
an IF of 455 kHz, will be at 600 + 455 = 1055 kHz. No problem, unless a 
station is on the air at 1510 kHz, because 1510 - 2655 = 455 kHz! The station

Two solutions to the image problem suggest themseives. First, since tne 
IF is completely arbitrary, one should choose an IF at some clever frequency so 
that any images will occur outside the band of interest. Notice how the FM IF, 
standardized at 10.7 MHz, does not permit images to pop up within the FM band. 
Take as an example a dial setting of 88.1. This means that one has tuned the 
LO to 88.1 + 10.7 = 98.8 MHz, amd the image would have to come from a station 
broadcasting at 98.8 + 10.7 = 109.5 MHz, where there were no FM stations. 

Another solution is to place a tunable RF stage, or "preselector," before 
the mixer. (See Fig. 3.) This stage attenuates the image frequency before it 
can ever get to the mixer. In practice, receivers are built so that when the 
user turns the dial, the LO and the preselector are tuned at the same time. 
Thus, when the radio is set at 88.1 MHz in the above example, the LO is set 
precisely to 98.8 MHz, and the RF amp is set as a [narrow, hopefully] bandpass 
filter centered around 88.1 MHz. 

{A "ganged" tuning capacitor has one section to tune the LO and one or 
more section(s) to tune the preselector. The more sections, the better the RF 
stage can be tuned to only the signal of interest (SOI) and reject all others. 
In the better analog tuner designs, a tuning capacitor may have as many as 4 or 
5 sections (Seems like the Mac MR~78 had 5; perhaps the reader can correct me 
on this point.), which can lead directly to excellent image rejection and much 
improved selectivity. (It is my opinion that today's manufacturers of digital 
tuners are skimping on the RF stages--using one or two stages of preselection 
based on varactor diode circuits, if any at all! This would partially explain 
why so many of our current consumer products--and especially portable radios 
and VCR tuners--are so prone to image problems.) ] 

Both approaches are used in modern receiver designs, along with consider~ 
ation of shielding, proper layout (physical location) of components, and good 
wiring/interconnections. In practice, it is very difficult (at reasonable 
cost) to keep out ALL undesired signals and noise. The tuned circuits of the 
preselector, RF amp, IF amp, amd filters can only approximate a perfect 
response. Very strong signals can still find their way into a receiver box 
through the antenna terminals. Also, the IF and 1O stage signals can radiate 
back into the high-gain RF stages if proper layout and shielding is not used in 
the receiver. (More on this later.)

Consider a TV, set to Channel 20 (507 MHz). There would just be snow (or 

DX) on this channel, except that. there is a Channel 35 (597 MHz) broadcasting 
from a tower just a few miles away. Sure enough, one might see 35 on 20, 
because Channel 35 is at 45 MHz above the IF of the TV set. In fact, the same 
relationship holds for the entire TV UHF range~-images are possible 15 channels 
above or below the actual channel. This can be easily checked: 

1. Images occur at twice the IF, or 2 x 45 MHz = 90 MHz 

2. Channels were 6 MHz wide 

3. Therefore, 90 MHz divided by 6 MHz/channel = 15 channels. 
Note that there is a gap between Channels 6 and 7, and also 13 and 14, so the 
15~channel image rule does not work at VHF TV. The possibility of images on or 
from the VHF channels is removed by those gaps, but weak images are still 
possible by other means. 


CVERLOADING 


There are a mumber of stages in a receiver that must amplify signals. 
Any one of those stages contain active devices (transistors) which can do nasty 
things to a signal when that signal is too strong. Audiably, distortion is 
heard when an amplifier (gain stage) is overloaded. Mathematically, the 
distortion is the result of the non-linearity of the device; in other words, 
the new frequencies it generates when under stress. Practically, a transistor 
will "saturate," meaning that there is insufficient current available to follow 
the signal. 

The radio design should ensure that each stage does not receive more 
signal than it can handle. This is especially important in the RF stages of 
any tuner, because it must handle a very wide range of signal levels. For 
instance, the weakest fringe statioyJ ]hat comes in may produce just a few 
millionths of a volt at the antenna. “ihe RF amp needs to have a lot of gain to 
boost that fringe signal up to a usable strength. But a powerful local station

If the circuitry is haphazardly laid out, or if there is a lot of intercon- 
necting wiring, the signals of ome section can radiate into others. One 
particularly worrisome stage is the lO, which must deliver a fairly large 
signal to the mixer in order for the latter to work properly. This signal is 
usually much larger than any RF signal, and can easily radiate into the RF 
stage. Since the mixer cannot tell the difference between a signal coming from 
the antenna amd these coming from inside the tumer, the internal signals get 
mixed in too, generating images at all sorts of frequencies. Images that arise 
in this way were called "spurious responses," or "spurs" for short. This is 
how images show up in FM tuners, in particular. It is difficult to predict 
where spurs will crop up in a receiver because every model is different and 
capable of an endless list of possible spurious responses. ; 

If the DXter is currently in the market for a FM tuner (or scanner), it 
is wise to check the rejection ratios given in the literature. Look for IF, 
image, ami spurious rejection ratios of at least 80 dB and preferably over 
100 dB. While these figures cannot directly measure how well a tuner will 
perform in a real, strong-signal envirorment, it is clear that higher numbers. 
can only come with better, built-in overload performance. 

Should the reader be suffering from an image or overload problem, there 
are some measures which can be taken. All of them have in common the rather 
simple idea that the signal(s) causing the problems must be somehow weakened or 
eliminated. First, figure out exactly which signal (or in some cases, which 
tower that has several signals) is causing the difficulty...that is the easy 
part. If you're in an area with a Jot of transmitters close by, find out which 
tower is the closest to you and work from there. Chances are, that elimination 
of the image(s) from one will clean up a couple of others. Other things to try: 


1. Reduce preamp gain, if preamps are used. Make it switchable so it 
can be turned on only when listening to DX in an open part of the 
dial. 
2. Rotate antenna (or reposition rabbit ears, wires, loops, etc.) to a 
direction away from the offending tower. 
3. Install trap(s) which attenuate the interferer. 
(a) Commercial, in-line fixed-channel traps cost <$50, work well, and 
can give you $200 worth of relief. : : 
(b) Tunable notch filters are more costly, but allow experimentation. 
(c) A simple homemade trap can be fabricated. Attenuation is not as 
deep and narrow as (a) and (b), but might be just enough. (Fig. 4) 
4. Try to find a natural barrier (e.g., tall hill, building) to place 
between you and the interferer. OX from a different location. Move 
the antenna to a different part of the house--this alone can make the 
most radical difference of all, especially in the city.

Of course, there is no substitute for good RF design by the manufacture 
in the first place. Many of the connections and parts in any RF circuit can 
act as small antennas; therefore, shielding is important. The enclosure should 
be a metal box with holes no larger than a quarter wavelength at the highest 
frequency of interest. (Vent holes were normally OK; a large open space behind 
a dial or CRT may not be.) In short, nothing should get into the tuner except 
through the antenna terminals, and nothing should get past the first RF stage 
except the SOI. : 

Images and spurs are a nuisance that can ruin the hopes of Dx for those 
of us living in or close to the larger cities. There is nothing in the sky to 
prevent skip amd trops to come into an urban area. But most often DX is 
curtailed by inadequate equipment, and to this end, the manufacturers are not 
always very helpful. Hopefully, some of the points in this article will help 
the majority of us who cannot afford the very best tuners available to buy 
wisely and use what we have alrea*g ao the best extent.

This month's reporting of the off-season ks,from what little there was,came from Matt 
Sittel who caught a very seldom heand from little Carribean country--Jamaica. Matt also 
had more #s in shortly before Christmas. Did anyone else in the $M South have ks? Matt's 
earlier belief that we may be in for a bad winter turned cut all too true here in central 
Oklahoma. The week tefore Christmas had 10 inches of snow for one of the deepest Dec. snows 
ever here.

AMARC has a new issue of interest to DX'ers. ANARC is Preparing a major fight 
against a proposed rule change by the FCC that will create more interference, esp- 
eclally to the Shortwave bands. The proposed rule change, known as Gen. Oocket 
87-389, would allow electronic devices to emit radio waves without restrictions 
to bandwith, modulation, or application, on any frequency as long as they stay un- 
der a certain field strenth limit. The proposed rule change would allow for the 
marketing of new consumer devices such as wireless stereo speakers, wireless VCR's, 
and wireless computer systems. (Une area of use for such a proposal that maybe 
of interest to TV and FM DX'ers, as a source of interference is an application of 
this technology to wireless cable in large apartment buildings and hotels. It's 
bad enough that we have to put up with interference from the land-mobile services 
on UHF-TV. And once this rule is changed, there may be applictions of wireless 
technologies that we could now not imagine. Added to this, will be the home Hi-Fi 
enthusiast who will boost up the power of his wireless stered speakers above the 
Proposed legal limit to allow the whole neighborhood to hear what he's listening 
to!) Any proposal that will lead to more interference on any radio band can not 
be tolerated!! The time is now to write to the FCC to voice your opposition to 
Gen. Docket 87-389. Send a one page typed written letter to:

By FCC rules, he can not own both a television station and a newspaper in the same 
city. (He is having the same problem in Boston.) The New ork Post is a very int- 
eresting newspaper. For much of its history, it was New York's most libersl news~ 
paper. Mr. Murdock took the paper cver and made it into a sleaze rag with a conser- 
vative editorial stand. The paper has since gotten better, It has actually bee- 
ome more credible at times then the New York Daily News! Since the Post is not 
profitable, it probably won't be aold and it will be forced to close. This is one 
rule of the FCC's that must be queationad as to who's being protected? It would 


be understandable if this-was a small market with one television station, one 
radio station and one newspaper. It would make sense for all the media outlets 
not to be oumed by the same person or corporation. Gut New York is different. 

New York mes aver 4 dally newspapers, 15 television stations and about 70 radio 
stations. There is enough wide diversity in New York City's medieg scene to allow 
several newspapers to own a television or radio station. The only one who would 
benefit from the sale or closure of the New York Fost is the New York Daily Newa, 
who's quners own a New York City Television and FM radio station== WPIX-tv and 
WPRIX—FME!!

“Because the CRIC does not permit advertising 
messages to contain moving images, presentation styles 
are limited to audio, listings, graphics, still photo or 
video - in any combination. However, the survey 
paints out that many advertisers have been asking for 
more sophisticated presentations than they have been 
getting. That factor, along with sales management 
problems, has forced prices down.” 

From the 11/2/87 Playback: "U.S. television station 
KNRR wants into the Winnipeg market but the CRIC 
iwon't let it. The station, located in Fargo, N.O., with 4 
rebroadcast transmitter in Pembina, N.D., 90 kilometres 
south of Winnipeg, finds that the international border 
is keeping its signal out of Winnipeg living rooms. 
KNRR has made a detormined effort to crack the big 
market but the CRIC won't give it a spot on Winnipeg 
cable, so it says it is forced to take alternative 
action. ‘We are going out aggressively, trying to be a 
part of the market. We are on a public program to let 
people Know that we are there, says Jim Moore who is 
heading the drive for recognition from his office in 
Winnipeg. The latest attempt to entice Winnipeg 
viewers has the station selling antennas at deep 
discount prices. Three and a half months ago KNRR 
set up a Winnipeg store to seil these antennas for 
Just $15.95. Simitar items in other stores in the city 
fetch double or even triple that price. So far, about 
2,000 Winnipegers have taken the station up on the 
deal. The station plans to bring some ammunition the 
next time a Winnipeg cable company asks the CRIC for 
permission to include KNRR in its agenda. Moore says 
the petition his company started has over 10,000 
names with more being added almost every day. Moore 
hopes this show of support will encourage the 
commission to reverse its OQctober, 1986 decision 
Keeping the station off Winnipeg cable.” 

Updats on television station CKYU-TV in Vancouver 
B.C.: The 10/30/87 Vancouver Prevince reports 
that Darryl Ovke and Norman Klenman, who own 49.9% 
of tha station, finally agreed to sell their remaining 
interest to !zzy Asper's Canwest Pacific Television Inc.

But for the past 
six weeks, STV, controlled by Winnipeg businessman lzzy 
Asper's Saskwest Communications Inc., has also been on 
the air. !t has taken 10 years and $!2 miflion for 
Asper to set up a third network in Saskatchewan, 
Even after the (CRIC}] gave its initial approval in 1985, 
the Tory cabinet in Ottawa ordered the agency to 
review ifs decision.”

Canada is getting serious about HOTV Chigh definition 
television). The 10/7/87 Globe and Ma/i reports, 
"The race is on among North America, Europe and Japan 
to develop a workable, inexpensive system of enhanced 
television transmission for mass consumption. But if 
the North American broadcasting industry fails to get 
its act together quickly, delegates to the Third 
international Colloquium on Advanced Television Systems 
were warned yesterday, it may lose out to the 
Japanese system of high-definition television ~ and the 
potentially enormous equipment sales that go with it." 
“High-definition television, which enhances a TV picture 
by using 1,]25 scanning Jines a frame instead of the 
North American standard of 525 lines (625 fines in 
Europe), has already bean developed in Japan to 4a 
point where that country is providing production 
equipment to North American broadcasters. The 
Japanese system, developed over 17 years by the 
national broadcasting company NHK, has now been 
accepted as the studis production standard in North 
America. But HDTV production is of little use unless 
the signal can be transmitted to a TV set capable of 
receiving it - which means new sets.” “In the United 
States in particular, the need to keep on operating 
the 120 million TV receivers now in use is a major 
concern. North American technicians are working hard 
at ways fo enhance a television signal that can be 
received on a standard set. (Enhanced-definition TV, 
or £DTV, uses the technique of separating the 
transmission of brightness and intensity by 
manipulating the electronic circuitry at the sending 
studio. Because the same number of scanning lines 
are used, the picture can be received on an ordinary 
set, although the quality is usually about twice as 
good as that of a standard TY picture.” The 10/6 
Globe and Mail adds, “HDTV...may find 
market in Canada among business users of private 
satellite television transmission networks. So hopes 
Telesat Canada, the 50 per cent Government - owned 
domestic satellite communications services company. 
Telesat is now actively trying to seil HBTV ,,,to 
Canadian businesses as a high-quality, multiuser, two- 
way business communications teol.” A full-gage ad by 
Rogers Communications Inc, in the 10/17/87 Globe and 
Mai} reads, “INTRODUCING HIGH DEFINITION BROACBAND 
TELEVISION" “In October Regers Communications inc. 
introduced a revolutionary, high-tech, new broadband 


television service distributed in the Rogers 
Mississauga Cable TV araa. Skyline Cable Telvision and 
Searboro Cable Communications Ltd. introduced 3 


simiar service in Ottawa and Toronto.” “Canadians are 
looking forward to this exciting new very high 
definition television which requires several channels 
of bandwidth to deliver each teivision service. Only 
the cabie television industry has the multi-channel 
bandwidth to provide this telvision service of the next 
decade.” 

It looks like more commercial advertising on the CBC,

according to the 10/23/87 Vancouver Sua. “The 
CBC will have to increase commercial time if it is to 
maintain the quality of its television programming, 
corporation president Pierre Juneau told the Commons 
committee studying changes to Canada’s broadcasting 
policy Thursday.” The 1/9/87 Montrea/l Gazerre 
also reports on the. possibility of increased 
advertising: “Well may New Democratic MP Lynn 
McDonald lament the possibility of more commercials on 
CBC telvision. Miss McDonald, sitting on a Commons 
committes examining the broadcasting industry, was 
reacting to senior CBC officials who warn that the CBC 
faces a deficit of $56 million next year. One way of 
reducing it, they say, would be to increase from eight 
minutes to 12 the amount of time in an hour sold to 
advertisers and to allow commercials on some programs 
now shown without them.” A catch-22 situation: You 
want to improve programming so that it can compete 
with foreign programming, so you increase your budget. 
That means more money is needed, which means more 
commercial advertising, which means more commercial 
interruptions in the programs you want to improve. 
The only real solution is going to be more tax dollars 
and socialized television. 

The 11/87 Med/lascene reports that broadcasters 
from Canada, United States and Mexico met in Quebec 
City and resolved to urge governments not to tax 
advertising and to establish standards for AM stereo 
and High Definition Television. 

The CRIC finally made its decisions on the licensing 
of all those specialty cable sarvices, according to 
several articles. The 12/1/87 Globe and Mail 
carries the headline, "Like it or not, subscribers will 
pay for new channels." But that increase wil! be less 
than $2 per month, “Canadians will have a raft of new 
television channels - from ali-news to religion - at 
their fingertips within the next year, and they'll be 
paying for them whether they like it or not. That's 
courtesy of the federal breadcast regulator, which 
yesterday authorized the addition of nine new English- 
and French-language services to the basic viewing 


package consumers buy with their monthly cabte-TV 
subscriptions. the [CRTC] also authorized the 
transfer of two existing, discretionary pay - TV 


channeis - The Sports Network and MuchMusic - to the 
basic service, while issuing a license for one new pay 
service aimed at youth and family audiences.” “Where 
new services are concerned, the big winner is the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corp. it defeated Allarcom Ltd. 
of Edmonton for a license to provide a 24-hour-a-day 
all-news service. Yet Allarcom won on another front. 
Together with First Choice Canadian Communications 
Corp. of Toronto, it won the license for the new 
discretionary pay channel to be known as The Family 
Channel. First Choice, meanwhile, suffered a big 
defeat in the CRIC's decision to allow TSN and 
MuchMusic to become part of the basic cable package.” 

Another article in the same paper reports on the 
new CBC news service: “CBC president Pierre Juneau, 
speaking of the all-news cable channel, said, ‘This may 
well be a landmark decision for Canadian broadcasting. 
The preservation of a Canadian perspective on world 
events is crucial to the future of our country,’ he 
said in a prepared statement. ‘Today's decision 
provides us both with an opportunity and a chatlenge 
for the CBC to better serve the Canadian public.” “A 
similar license application from Allarcom Ltd. of 
Edmonton was turned down by the CRIC. Millionaire 
broadcaster Charles Allard, owner of Allarcom, said in 
a@ statement he is understandably disappointed. ‘An 
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historic opportunity to decentralize and diversify 
electronic news and information has been lost,’ he 
said. ‘Thea CBC now has a stranglehold on television 
news and public affairs information in Canada and this 
is not in the best interest of our country.” 

The 12/5/87 Globe and Mail gives additional news 


on Allard’s reaction: “Charles Allard...said he is 
considering appealing the faderai broadcast 
regutator’s decision to award the three-year license 


for a 24-hour-a-day, English-language ali-news service 
to the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation.” 

More detail on those new channels comes from the 
12/1/87 Vancouver Province: "There are five new 
Canadian T¥ channels coming by next September ~- six if 
you want fo pay extra - and four new American 
superstations, some of which may find their way into 
your living room as soon as next month. All are to be 
carried on what the CRIC designates ‘basic service’....” 
‘It's going to cost you more, Expect to add about $1. 
75 @ month to your basic cable bill, more if you 
choose to add the new Disney Family Channel. For this 
you'll get CBC's new 24-hour news service; YIV, 4 
youth and culture channel; a 24-hour national weather 
channel; the established TSN sports channel and 
MuchMusic, which are tikely to be descrambled and 
moved to the basic service. A free religious channel, 
Visions, is also part of the package. And some or all 
of the U.S. superstations WOR New York, WIBS Atlanta, 
WGN Chicago and the USA Network have been approved 
for Canadian systems.” 

But according to the 12/4/87 Globe and Mail, 
those U.S. suparstations must be offered along with a 
Canadian pay-TV service, such as First Choice, in the 
same package deal, This could actually have ad 
adverse effect on pay-TV. “The trouble is that, at 
best, it is so far unclear whether the cable companies 
wilh be able to get Canadian rights to some of the 
programs carried by the U.S. stations.... Those rights 
may already be held by conventional ‘free IV’ 
broadcasters in this country. And in cases where the 
rights are available, there may be other problems 
associated with U.S. copyright law.” 

From the 12/4/87 Real Estate Weekly Wancouver 
area): “Teday...marks the beginning of the world's 
first interactive television real estate listings as the 
Reai Estate Weekly Home Show goes on the air.” “Over 
the weekend, from Friday through Sunday, the Rea/ 
Estate Weekly Hone Show will also feature Open 


Homes throughout the entire Lower Mainland, drawn 
from atl ten editions of the Rea/s Estate Weekly, 
Canada's largest reat estate publication, The Rea/ 
Estate Weekly Home Show is the first 
interactive listing and sales service for reai estate 
ever offered.” 

The 12/4/87 Globe and Mail reports, "Canadians 


are watching significantly jess U.S. television even 
when it is freely available to them, according to the 
results of a major study of North American media 
released by Toronto-based McCann-Erickson Advertising 
of Canada Ltd. ‘Tuning to U.S. stations by Canadians - 
while still substantial - is declining in many markets 
dua to increased simulcasting and the prerelease of 
U.S. programs on Canadian stations, said the study... 
The study - prepared for agency clients on both sides 
of the border - also cited the increasing popularity 
of videocassette recorders and pay-TV, in addition to 
pre-releases and simulcasts, as major factors in the 
Canadian audience decline.”

the Canada Gazerte as far back as the beginning 
of 1986. The vast majority of it relates to lower 
power rebroadcasters aimost all of which rebroadcast 
satellite signals in scrambled form.

"| talked with a friend at Georgia Public Television, 
John Vance (Network Engineering Director) and | 
uncovered a large scale error in the WIFDA Database. 
Almost every channel listed as vacant in Georgia has 
been used for years by Georgia Public Telvision 
translatorsi!! The enclosed sheet documents this -- 
each of the GPIT listing was shown to be vacant in the 
database. Mr. Vance and! don't understand how these 
translators didn't show up in your research. Mr. 
Vance doesn't consider any of these as ‘unofficial,’ 
‘unauthorized,’ or expendable. He says that if anyone 
tries to apply for these channels they would end up in 
a ‘huge fight’ with the State of Georgia! The State 
had already found and won a battie with one 
‘intruder.’” The truth is, that every single one of 
those GPTT translators is listed in the [984 WTFDA 
Transiator-Low Power TV List. And the reason 
they were deleted from the 1987 NATVOB is that they 
are definitely NOT official, authorized full-service 
broadcast television stations, and that they are 
definitely expendable intruders into a portion of the 
electromagnetic spectrum designated primarily for full 
service broadcast telvision. Section 74.702¢b) of the 
FCC rules, effective 6/17/82, reads, “Changes in the TV 
Table of Assignments authorizations to construct 
new TV broadcast stations or to change facilities of 
existing ones, may be made without regard to existing 
or proposed low power TV or TV translator stations. 
Where such a change results in a low power TV or TV 
translator station causing interference to reception 
of the TV broadcast station, the licensee of the low 
power TV or TV translator station shali eliminate the 
interference or file an application for a change in 
channel assignment." Only an FCC action or a court 
order can give an existing secondary service such as 
a translator or LPTV precedence over an ‘application 
for a primary service. Such a situation could occur 
if it were in the public interest to retain the 
translator or LPTV, and this could very well be the 
case in Georgia. At the time they were constructed, 
the FCC ruled that transtators operating on an 
assigned UHF channel must operate with | Kw TPO 
compared to 100 w for other translators. The Georgia 
Public Television translators ail operate on assigned 
channels with educational reservations, and for the 
most part are relatively strong. They thus have the 
aconomic advantage of covering the state with a few 
broadcast stations and a series of inexpensive 
translators instead of several broadcast stations. 
Another applicant for a noncommercial channel could 
threaten the economic viability of Georgia Public 
Telvision by reducing its viewership, while ar the same 
time interrupting an established educational service 
for one which may be inferior. 

John continues, “The mystery remaining is Young 
Harris listed as vacant on 5! with the state using 
channel 50 a few miles away in the next town. What is 
the minimum mileage between a translator and a full 
power on an adjacent channel? What are your 
comments on this S'W50 situation?” There is no fixed 
mileage separation between a fuil service station and 
secondary services. It was in 1983, a year after 
legally establishing LPTV as a service, that 
interference protection was defined in section 
74.705¢€a): “The TV broadcast station protected con- 


tour will be its Grade B contour signal jevel....” In 
other words, the channel 50 translator would probably 
have to change to another channel to avoid 
interference anywhere within the Grade B contour of 
channe! 51, should it ever go on the air. 

“How many channels shown as vacant in other states 
are actually occupied by translators?" Quite a few, 
bur | don't have a list of them. Operating on an 
assigned channel had two advantages: you could 
operate at a higher power, and you could be sure of 
interference protection from any future full service 
broadcast stations, as long as your channel was not 
taken over by an applicant. 

"| have just jearned how HAAT is computed - do you 
know? (If not, let me Know." Section 73.681 defines 
antenna height above average terrain in this way: “The 
average of the antenna heights above the terrain 
from approximately 3 to 16 kilometers <2 to 10 miles> 
from the antenna for the eight directions spaced 
evenly for each 45 degrees of azimuth starting with 
True North. (in general, a different antenna height wilt 
be determined in each direction from the antenna. The 
average of these various antenna heights is 
considered the antenna height above average terrain. 
In some cases less than 8 directions may be used....) 
Section 73.684¢d>) gives further directions involving 
situations where those lines cross over bodies of 
water or international lines, as well as a ninth line if 
the other eight do not cross over the city of license. 
But from what | understand, the FCC has been allowing 
stations to eliminate this method and use some 
aeronautical maps instead, causing many of the 
discrepancies | have been finding where changes in 
antenna height are inconsistent when compared above 
average terrain, above sea level, and above ground. 
If you know of a method other than what | described, 
let me know. 

A new television scheduled to go on the air this 
month is WAWA, ch.14 in Rome GA. (i still had call 
letters WZGA; are they now affiliated with the Home 
Grocery Shopping Network?) NICK LOMBARDI ‘Atlanta 
GA) sent in this article from the 11/30/87 At/ianta 
Journal; "Vic Rumore has no delusions of grandeur 
for his company's latest broadcasting venture - a 
television station is Rome, Ga.” “Scheduled to begin 
Transmitting fram atep Floyd County's Mount Alto in 
February, WAWA-Channel 14 will cover a radius of about 
30 miles, encompassing Rome and other communities 
such as Cartersville, Cedartown and Somerville.” At 
5000 kw ERP, they should be doing better than that, 
unless there's a change | don’t know about. “The Rome 
market is blanketed by Atianta and Chattanooga, Tenn., 
television stations, which Rumore said will force 
Channel 14 to be different to succeed. “We are not 
trying to be an Atlanta station or a Chattanooga 
station,” said Rumore, who is president of Sudbrink 
Broadcasting Co., based in West Palm Beach, Fla. “We 
can't compete on that tevel. We just want to be a 
local station for the people in that area.” How much 
you wanna bet they sign up with HSN? 

A little further south to Florida with JOHN COMBS 
(Jacksonville FL), who sent in a few newspaper 
articles. The 1424/87 Florida Times - Union 
reports on the use of closed-captioning by a ‘acal 
news program, “Viewers in Jacksonville with special 
decoders now are watching TV-4 (WJXT, ch.4. -wbf) 
newscasts and, along with the pictures visible to 
everyone else, are seeing the scripts Robyn Sieron, 
Rob Sweeting, Tom Wills and Deborah Gianoulis read 
during their newscasts. While news anchors may look 
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like they've memorized their lines, in fact they are 
looking into a machine that scrolls the lines they're 
supposed fo say. Called a Teleprompter, it also 
contains everything spoken on tape by reporters and 
those they interview. Starting this week, TV-4 began 
the electronic connection between the Teleprompter 
and captioning. Using hardware designed by Madison, 
Wis., company Dynatech Newstar, the system is one of 
a handful of computer-only captioning processes in the 
United States. Of those, it is billed as the only one 
that allows for last - minute changes without 
interruption. For the deaf and hearing - impaired 
Northeast Florida residents who own a decoder, it is 
the first time they have been able to see a local 
newscast with captions.” "The T¥-4 system, like similar 
projects in Colorado Springs, Colo., and Wichita, Kan., 
reduces costs considerably because there is no need 
for additional personnel. [ft is also faster, since the 
human element is removed. The primary disadvantage 
ig that, since it's based on the Teleprompter, it does 
not include every thing in the newscast. Weather is 
not captioned, for example, because there is a high 
degree of ad-libbing and much of the information is 
printed out on the screen.” 

The 12/12/87 Southeast Entertainer (a local 
weekly entertainment guide?) brought bad news to 
John: “The Jukebox Network is aimost ready to go on 
the boards as J‘town’s newest channel. The ail 
computerized facility will broadcast music videos 24 
hours @ day on a request basis. WIOAX, Channei 10 is 
a low powered channel that will broadcast from high 
atop the independent Life Building.” John comments, 
“Great... just what | needed---another Jocal VHF local. 
The xmtr of this thing will be about 3 miles from my 
QTH. What a waste! 24-hour music videos...isn’t that 
what MIV is for?? 1! had been hoping that the CP of 
WIQAX would just fade away. The only consolation 
would have been if the programming was worthwhile. 


No such tuck. ! haven't seen them yet---maybe it's 
Just @ nasty rumor.” According to the article, they 
will take requests. Maybe if you asked them to... In 


a later letter, John wrote, “Unfortunately for this 
OXer, WIOAX has turned ovt to be more than a nasty 
rumor, The LPTV signed on 12-24 at 1500 EST. They 
are a computerized 24-hour music video stn, with the 
videos chosen by viewers. if one wishes to see a 
Particular video, he or she dials a 976 number and 
enters the 3-digit code for that video. They are then 
played in the order they were requested. They claim a 
i6-mile coverage area but, at 3 miles distance, | find 
their signal stabla, but noisy. t doubt even an 
outdoor antenna is getting a decent signal out to 10 
miles. They put up @ full 10 ance an hour, legal calls 
and all, which is probably rare for an LPTV." You 
have one more option: call the number twenty times an 
hour each evening and request “Walk Like an Egyptian.” 
Maybe averybedy will go back to MTV. 

Now we travel up to the Midwest and the QOhia Valley, 
starting with DAVID MQQDY (West Portsmouth CH}, who 
writes in a fetter dated 12/4/87, “As of October 27, 
1987 at noon, WUXA shut down all operations. The 
reason for this action is unknown at this time. The 
Broadcast Technician Mr, Frank Walls was also laid off. 
They claimed that operations will start again January 
15, 1988." Maybe that's how long they expect it to 
take for them to find out where he hid the klystrom 
tube. 

WENDELL FORD (Westville IND sent some articles about 
naw television station WYIN and about the notorious 
birate who cut into the signals of two Chicago televi- 


sion stations, The 11/24/87 Post-Tribune reports, 
“A video pirate, wearing a Max Headroom mask instead 
of the traditional eye patch and waving his exposed 
rear end instead of Jolly Roger, took captive the 
signals of two Chicago television stations Sunday 


night. He struck first at WGN-TV (Channel 9) during 
the sports segment of the 9 O'clock news. ‘The 
interfering signal began as biack,’ said WGN chief 


engineer Bob Strutzet. ‘After a few secends, up 
comes a video of a person with @ Max Headroom mask 
on, going through some Max gyrations of one Kind or 
another. Basically that was it. There wasn't any 
audio.” After 28 seconds, the engineers at WGN were 
able to switch to an alternate transmission system, 
Strutzel said. The people at WITW-TVY <Channel IP 
werent as lucky. The pirate struck again during the 
“Doctor Who” broadcast, which began at li p.m. This 
time he was on for one minute and 28 seconds, during 
which he exposed his derriere <in profile) while he or 
someone off camera swatted it with a fly swatter. 
Channel 1] wasn't able to cut off the signal. Anders 
Yocum, WITw vice president for corporate 
communications, said the station had another mode of 
transmission fo go to, but it broadcasts on a 
frequency that wouldn't have prevented the piracy. 
The pirate’s broadcast on WITW had audio, but mosi of 
what the pirate was saying was unintelligible. 
‘Occasionally you could pick out a word or two, Yocum 
said, ‘but for the most part it was pretty badly 
garbied.” “Certainly the people involved need to have 
a significant Knowledge of broadcasting and broadcast 
frequencies, have a high power level (for the 
transmission? and be in line of sight with the stations, 
between the studio and the receiving site.” Another 
article from the Va/pera/so Vidette-Messenger 
gives further detail from a viewer who managed to get 
most of it on a VCR: “David Howard of Algonquin, owner 
of a cleaning service, turned on his video recorder 
about halfway through the pirate intrusion. ‘First the 
screen went blank for a moment, and then a pattern 
like metal grillwork began moving back and forth 
across the screen,’ said Howard, who is a ‘Doctor Who’ 
fan. ‘Then someene in a ‘Max Headroom’ mask - he 


wasn't computer - generated like the ‘reali ‘Max 
Headroom’ - appeared. The video quality was clear, 
but the voice was garbled as if it had been 


electronically disguised,’ Howard said. Howard said the 
masked man picked up a can of one papular soft drink, 
repeated a siogan for a rival soft drink that the 
stuttering Headroom character endorses, then made a 
remark about condoms. Howard said that before the 
interruption ended, the intruder, who appeared to be 
naked from the waist down, was spanked on the 
buttecks with a Flyswatter by someone standing off 
camera.” Wendell heard four passible explanations as 
to who caused the interruption: One was CBS 
correspondent Dan Rather. | don't Know. Did he have 
two men come to him and ask him, “What's the 
frequency?” 

The other item is the new television station. The 
U/12/87 Valparaiso Vidette Messenger reports, 
“Northwest Indiana's own television station will make 
its debut Sunday. But Channel S6 CWYIND won't be 
showing local programming for three ta six manths, 
general manager Richard L. Parker said.” "Programming 
will continue [from 2:30 p.m.J through I] p.m. Sunday. 
The station will be following a similar short schedule 
while everyone jearns the ropes and everything gets 
straightened out during the first four to six weeks, 
he said. ‘The primary reason is we ran into some

difficulties obtaining some programs because of our 
proximity to Chicago." (Chicago station WITW-TV has 
exclusive rights to certain programs in that area. - 
wof) ° It’s going to take four to six weeks to resolve 
that. The programming will mostly be from PBS. But 
in three to six months, the station will be developing a 
half-hour local news program and about a half-hour of 
public affairs programming a day, he said.” 

Another article reports that the station went on the 
air Sunday, 11715/87 at 2:30 p.m. with a taped speech 
by the governor of Indiana, followed by a performance 
of Gilbert & Sullivan's “The Pirates af Penzance.” (I 
wonder if they wore Max Headroom masks.)> Wendell 
reports that they were on the air testing on II/l3 at 
8:30 p.m. The article goes on, “The station, Channel 
56, will broadcast eight hours a day for the next four 
to six weeks, after which station manager Richard 
Parker hopes to expand the schedule to 15 or 16 hours 


per day." “Going on the air with a partial schedule, 
from 3 to ll p.m. each day, was necessary to raise the 
money to keep the station going, officials said.” 
"Northwast Indiana has been without a _ television 


station of its own since WCAE, Channel 50, operated 
out of Lake Cantral High School, went off the air in 
March 1983." 

On WYIN, Wendell adds, "On Saturday night (11/721 -wbf> 
7pm WYIN had ‘Austin Cuity Limits’ when |.U. Basketball 
was supposed to be on. Station was having the 
infamous ‘technical difficuities.' Joined % hour late, 
phones aren't installed yet so couldn't complain. On 
the other hand they couldn't beg for money yet. 
Wrong, they begged anyway & asked to send it to the 
station's address." 

Wendell writes, "No
